RUSSIAN CARTOON 


JIBES AT DELAY 
IN SECOND FRONT 


“Gen. Cannot Risk” and “Gen. 
Ticking Away. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 6 (AP). — The 
most pointed Soviet editorial ex- 
pression to date on the lack of a 
second land front appeared today 
in a cartoon’ in the Communist 
party organ Pravda showing a 
group of generals of the Colonel 
Blimp type listening to two strong 
officers dubbed “General Decisive- 
ness” and “General Courage.” 

It is entitled “ A Conference of 
War Experts” and the artist is a 
widely known cartoonist, Boris 
Efimov. 

A clock on the wall is shown 
ticking away. The calendar is at 
the month of October. The stuffed- 
shirt officers, only one of whom 
wears a field helmet, are tagged 
with such names as “General Can- 
not Risk,” “General No Hurry,” 
and “General Let’s Wait.” 

The Army newspaper Red Star 
and the Government newspaper 
Izvestia, which did not publish 
yesterday, carried on their front 
pages today reproductions of Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin’s letter to Hen- 
ry C. Cassidy, chief of the Moscow 
bureau of the Associated Press, 
in which Stalin called on Rus- 
sia’s allies to “fulfill their obliga- 
tions fully and on time.”

TALK ON SEVERAL SUBJECTS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt disclosed to- 
day that he expected to make a 
brief radio talk within a week 
or 10 days on perhaps half a 
dozen or a dozen differene sub- 
jects. He fdiled to give a press 
conference a clear idea, however, 
of the general nature of the forth- 
coming speech or to elaborate on 
the subjects it might embrace. 

“Will it be a survey o fthe war?”

He said no definite time had 
been selected for the speech and 
added that he thought his secre- 
tary, Stephen Early, had a list 
of 30 or 40 different subjects 
that various individuals had re 
quested he mention in speeches.

MOSCOW, Oct. 7 (AP),:.— Ad- 
miral William H, Standley, United 


States Ambassador to Russia, an- 
nounced tonight that he would 
leave for the United States to con- 
fer with President Roosevelt on 
“co-ordinating to the utmost the 
war efforts of the United States 
and the Soviet Union.” 

Standley said he would tell the 
President of the loyal support the 
Russian people are giving their 
country’s war effort and try to get 
all possible aid for them. 

His announcement followed dis- 
cussions yesterday between him 
and the British Ambassador, Sir 
Archibald Clark Kerr, in which 
they were believed to have taken 
up Joseph Stalin’s letter to Henry 
C. Cassidy, chief of the Associated 
Press Moscow bureau, urging the 
Allies to meet their obligations 
fully and on time. 

Standley spoke to Foreign Com- 
missar Vycheslav M. Molotov yes- 
terday to advise him of hig plan. 
He intended also to see Stalin be- 
fore leaving.

22 Attacks by Germans 
Beaten Off at One 
Point in City — Reds 
Improve Positions in 
Flank Drive.

MOSCOW, Oct. 6 (AP).—The de 
fenders of Stalingrad were re 
ported holding firm today against 
three German divisions in a ter- 
rific battle for a.workers’ settle 
ment, and Red Army troops fight- 
ing for relief of the garrison 
stabbed anew into the Nazi left 
flank northwest of the city. 
German artillery and mortar 
barrages heralded the opening of 
a series of attacks by the three 
divisions, totaling from 30,000 to 
45,000 men. Swarms of Stukas 
(dive-bombers) and 100 enemy 
tanks roared into the fight for the 
salient. One dispatch said the 
flames were visible to Russian 
fighters’ in sectors many miles 
away. 

Numerous attacks were ‘$epuleca 
within the workers’ settlement, it 
was officially announced, and “the 
enemy lost about 1500 officers and 
men and 14 tanks in these engage- 
ments.” The location of the settle- 
ment was not given, but it appar- 


ently was in the northwestern 
suburbs, 


Germans Fear Delay. 

Prisoners told Soviet command- 
ers that their officers feared to 
delay any further in their overdus 
plans to take the city. Colder 
nights have arrived on the Stalin- 
grad front. 

At one place the Germans hurled 
22 attacks at the defenders, but all 
were repulsed, the Communist 
party newspaper, Pravda, said, 
Nazi losses in the last 24 hours 
have been huge and the enemy 
failed to advance on any front, it 
was asserted. 

Premier Stalin’s ordér that the 
city’s defenders were not to take 
one step backward was credited 
with helping to stiffen their resist- 
ance in the battle, now in its forty- 
third day. 

Marshal Semyon ‘Timoshenko’s 
shock troops were reported in the 
midnight communique to have im- 
proved their positions again north- 
west of Stalingrad and the noon 
communique said that in the same 
region “unit N made a slight ad- 
vance.” 

“Enemy counterattacks in some 
sectors were repulsed by mortar, 
rifle and machine-gun fire,” it was 
announced.

HOLDS 3 OLD CANNON 


Question of Legal Title Keeps 
Antique Guns From 
Scrap Pile. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct, 6—The 
State Board of Permanent Seat of 
Government, which has been rest- 
ing on its arms since surrendering 
five German artillery pieces in the 
Capitol grounds to the scrap metal 
drive, has made no move to yield 
three remaining cannon, although 
some of the board members favor 
adding these relices to the scrap 
heap. 

The German cannon were turned 
in recently, through sale to a 
junk .dealer, but not until after 
some weeks of delay while Gov. 
Donnell’s legal question of who 
held title to them was resolved by 
Attorney General McKittrick. — 

The Attorney General, after 
much research, was unable to find 
any records on how the State ac- 
quired three other cannon. So 
title to them was not established, 
despite years of possession by the 
State, in the legal opinion to Don- 
nell. No taxpayer has contended 
the title is clouded, but the guns 
have not beén started toward the 
scrap pile. 

These cannon included an old 
Civil War muzzle loader, a light 
field piece said to have been used 
in the Doniphan Expedition’ into 
Mexico, and a-brass six-pounder, 
dated 1769, which was taken from 
a Spanish fort in the Spanish- 
American war. The latter gun is 
considered especially valuable for 
scrap purposes. 

Attorney General McKittrick and 
Sate Treasurer Wilson Bell, board 
members, both said today they saw 
no reason why these three guns 
should not be added to the scrap 
metal heap, notwithstanding legal 
technicalities. They favored such 
action forthwith. 

Secrgtary of State Dwight H. 
Brown was not so sure. But he 
said that if the Federal Govern- 
ment wanted the guns it would get 
them. “The Government can have 
the bronze front doors of the Cap- 
itol if it wants and needs them,” 
Brown said.

After sentencing Beekman yes- 
terday, Kings County Judge Sam- 
uel Leibowitz denounced from the 
bench as “damnably false” state- 
ments made May 20 in the United 
States Senate by Senators Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, and Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, that “this Court 
had conspired with the New. York 
Post and others to smear” a United 
States Senator, named by the news- 
paper as a visitor to Beekman’s 
establishment. 

On the same day in the Senate, 
Majority Leader Alben W. Barkley 
announced that an investigation 
had exonerated Senator David IL. 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, of 
the Post’s accusations. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation had 
entered the case because Nazi spies 
were reported to have frequented 
the house seéking information 
from soldiers, sailors and Marines 
there. 

“That was a vicious. and a cow- 
ardly actusation,” Judge Leibowits 
said in his comment on the state- 
ments by Senators Clark and 
Wheeler. “It was vicious because 
it was damnably false. It was cow- 
ardly because those who made it 
know that they were shrouded 
with the immunity of the Senate 
chamber and safe from prosecu- 
tion. ° 

“If Senators Wheeler and Clark 
have any knowledge of improper 
conduct on my part in this, or any 
other cases, it is their duty as 
servants of the people to transmit 
that information\forthwith to the 
Governor of the State of New 
York for appropriate action. 

“If the charge be false, those 
who made it should have the com- 
mon decency to declare it false.”

Indian problem easily could be 
solved if it were not for British 
wickedness or stupidity. 
“The British policy,” he said, 
“has been and will be to assist In- 
dia in obtaining full freedom and 
opportunity of developing its own 
destiny.” Telling of Sir Stafford 
Cripps’ recent mission, he said that 
while Cripps went 4000 miles to 
meet the Indian leaders, “the In- 
dians went hardly one yard to meet 
one another.” He declared that the 
Indian National Congress was a 
party, not a representative body 
as its name would suggest, and 
that it did not represent all Hindu 
India, and in no way represented 
the’ more than 70 million Moslems. 


“If Great Britain were so mad 
as to withdraw under present pres- 
sure,” he said, “we would be remov- 
ing all that holds India together 
and handing that great country 
over to bloody civil war.

“When will the war be over?”

On Lord Halifax’s invitation, the 
eight committee members accom- 
panied his party, which included 
representatives of London news- 
papers and Reuter’s News Agency, 
through the plant. 

A company representative ex- 
plained that censorship rules pre- 
vented any reference to the num- 
ber of planes produced. It was 
permissible to mention the manu- 
facture of planes identified as the 
AT-9, SNC-1, twin-engined train- 
ers, and wings for the Curtiss 
Commando, a new transport. The 
first Curtiss Commando, it was 
said, is now in service between 
Gibraltar and Malta, and has seen 
service between England and 
Sweden. A company spokesman 
said it is the largest twin-engined 
land plane in the world. 

The only comment available on 
the plant’s new “mystery plane,” a 
source of deep interest to Lord 
Halifax and the entire. party, was 
made by a company representative, 
who said: “We are making a com- 
bat-type airplane and expanding 
at the same time.” 

Lord Halifax climbed to the top 
of a giant jig, a 1942 creation that 
holds eight wing panels, and 
watched men and women do assem- 
bly work. C. W. France, factory 
manager, told the Ambassador 
that heretofore the plant force Was 
about 20 per cent women and 80 
per cent men. Now, he added, re- 
placements are more than 50 per 
cent women because the Army is 
taking so many men. Women’s 
hands are better than men’s for 
many operations, he explained, par- 
ticularly in the installation of elec- 
trical fittings.

Loss of the Barham. 


All through the summer of 1941, 
the fleet was busy bombarding 
along the Libyan coast or taking 
a crack at knots of Vichy French 
resistance along the Syrian coast. 
We were bombed and shelled, but 
for me, the worst was yet to come. 

In November, 1941, a U-boat fired 
torpedoes at the battleship Queen 
Elizabeth off Libya. They missed. 
The U-boat reversed position, 
came within incredibly short range 
and launched four torpedoes at the 
battleship Barham. 

From the quarterdeck of the 
Queen Elizabeth, I saw the great 
man-o’-war list heavily, suddenly, 
and then the fourth torpedo 
touched off its magazine, blowing 
it to bits. So terrific was the ex- 
plosion and at such close range 
were the torpedoes fired that the 
U-boat was forced to surface, but 
quickly dived and got away. The 
death of that battleship was one 
of the most spectacular things I 
have ever seen. 

Came December. We bombard- 
ed Axis gun positions east of To- 
bruk. Then, another trip to sea, 
apparently to apprehend an Axis 
Libya-bound convoy, but after two 
days at sea, we turned eastward. 

I was aboard the cruiser Galatea. 
For seven hours we were dive- 
bombed by Stukas before darkness 
on Dec. 15. Just after midnight 
a U-boat fired three torpedoes into 
the Galatea It turned over imme- 
diately and disappeared in two 
minutes. 7 


Fight for Life. 

I went through the most agoniz- 
ing moments of my life. I couldn't 
swim, and thought that I was go- 
ing to die: I mumbled a prayer, 
rushed to the starboard side of the 
cruiser and tried to blow a bit 
‘of air into my lifebelt. The cruiser 
turned over and I slid feet first 
down its starboard side into the 
water, now covered with a thick 
scum of fuel oil, 

I went under, time and again. 
It seemed that I swallowed gallons 
of oil and water, I screamed, I 
prayed, I fought my way to the 
surface time after time. Forty-five 
minutes of this hell, and finally 
rescue by a destroyer. I was liter- 
ally “a dead fish.” Sailors pumped 
oil and water out of my lungs, 
whispered to each other, “It’s no 
use. He’s finished.” 

But I kept thinking, “What a 
swell story. I’ve got to ‘live.” It 
took months to get all the oily 
scum off my body and out of my 
lungs. But I wrote my story as

HE POST-DISPATCH reports the 

editorial protest of many newspapers 
against the censorship which kept them 
from reporting the President’s recent 
tour of the United States. The willing- 
ness to expose the life of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to additional hazards, and our 
country to the loss of the man bearing 
the responsibility for the conduct of this 
war, could be justified only on the basis 
of a completely uncompromising adher- 
ence to the principle of delivering all 
news to the people. 

Yet these same papers have frequently 
selected news to print from the news 
available in such a way that they were 
exercising what amounted to self-censor- 
ship against labor news, or against the 
exposure of the machinations of certain 
groups or men. In short, the history of 
some of the protesting newspapers gives 
convincing proof that they do not hold 
themselves dedicated to the ideal of all- 
out delivery of news to their readers, 
and therefore their current protests can- 
not be accepted without some skepticism. 

Since the Post-Dispatch ranks high 
among those whose record in this re- 
spect is distinctly above the average, I 
hope you will point out that the protest- 
ing editorials you reprinted come from 
sources themselves not always adverse to 
the suppression of news.

RECALLING A WAR PROGRAM. | 
war program for the home fromt: = =

When this program was devised, the situation on 
the home front was exceedingly disturbing. Produc- 
tion in the sense we know it now had not even got 
under way; the great automobile plants, from which 
the engines of war are now pouring, had not yet 
been converted to war industry and there was great 
apprehension that many months would elapse be- 
fore they could be retooled. The country was swept 
with a wave of strikes, interfering seriously with 
what production we had. The inflationary spiral 
of rising prices and wages had begun and there 
was great fear it would get completely out of hand 
with disastrous consequences. 

So the war program for the home front was of 
the most urgent character, and it is pleasing to say 
that, in a period of some six or eight months, it 
has been in large part carried out. In spite of 
a relatively few strikes, in spite of a relatively few 
disclosures of profiteering, in spite of a relatively 
large amount of governmental bungling, notably in 
the casé of rubber, it appears, that labor, manage- 
ment and Government are doing a fine job of keep- 
ing production up. 

On his return from his trip across the country, the 
President said that war production is about 94 to 95 
per cent of his January objectives. There were many 
persons, it may be recalled, who said at the time 
that the January objectives were fantastically high 
and impossible of achievement within so short a 
time. 

For a long time, the administration played fast 
and loose with inflation, despite warnings from all 
sides that the domestic economy was in serious 
jeopardy. Last April the President launched his 
first major attack upon it with a seven-point pro- 
gram but, as we said at the time, it was only “a 
preliminary blueprint whose real significance can- 
not be gauged until the details are filled in.” As 
it turned out, the failure of the program to come 
to grips with wages and farm prices left fatal gaps 
in it. It was to close these gaps that the President 
made his Labor day speech urging Congress to give 
him authority to control farm prices, promising at 
the same time that he would control wages. 

There is, we believe, cause for real satisfaction 
in the fact that this legislation, though belated and 
though marred by the opposition of the pressure 
group known as the farm bloc, has been passed on 
the eve of election, thereby partially disposing of 
the ugly charge that nothing would be done about 
inflation until after the election. The event gives 
rise to the hope that two other pressing questions 
with political implications, namely, the drafting of 
18- and 19-year-olds and the passage of a manpower 
law, may get the prompt action they require despite 
political considerations. 

In any case, the war program for the home front, 
offered at a time when it seemed the country was 
hopelessly slow to get on a war footing, has been 
in a large measure fulfilled.

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CANNON, SCRAP, DONNELL AND THE MOON. 

Our Governor, Mr. Donnell, made a fine statement 
about scrap yesterday, which set us to thinking. But 
first we will quote this fine statement:

It will 
be recalled that the American Legion recently sug- 
gested that all the guns be put on Donald Nelson’s 
scrap pile, but the Governor objected on the ground, 
characteristic of him, that he couldn’t give any- 
thing away unless it was legal, super-legal and 
duper-legal. 

So he sent Roy McKittrick through a search of 
the law books and records. McKittrick dutifully and 
grinningly submerged and, after a considerabléd 
period, came up with a learned five-page opinion. 
It seems Missouri can do anything it wants to with 
the guns our soldiers captured from the Germans in 
the First World War. We have title to them, Hot- 
spur assured the Hairsplitter.

A conspicuous and distressing disappointment of 
the Bar Association’s poll, as to whether or not 
sitting Circuit Judges should be continued in office, 
is the failure to mark Judge Flynn for retirement. 
Flynn’s behavior as a Circuit Judge, his long ab- 
sences from his courtroom and his. association with 
some of the worst elements of the Democratic party 
do not justify his further service on the bench. 
That many lawyers are of the same opinion is shown 
by the fact that Flynn got the heaviest adverse 
vote of all candidates indorsed.. Against the 641 
affirmative votes for the leading candidate, Judge 
Killoren, Flynn got only 294, 

While indorsement of Flynn impairs to some 
extent the influence of the poll, it is interesting to 
note that considerable discrimination was used in 
the balloting, affirmative votes ranging from 224 
to 541 and negative votes ranging from 26 to 348. 
It is also interesting that the one Judge in the. list 
who was not elected, but who was the first Judge 
appointed under the new non-partisan court plan— 
Killoren—ran far ahead of the field. He received 
44 votes more than Judge Oakley, who ran second, 
and 317 more than Judge Ward, who ran last. 


This is an encouragement for supporters of the | 


non-partisan court plan who are fighting to retain 
this reform at the ballot box this fall, when the 
voters will be asked to decide whether or not they 
wish to retain it. An amendment, No. 4 on the bal- 
lot, fathered by the well and not favorably known 
Representative Lauf, seeks to destroy the reform 
even before it has had a faif chance to operate. 
Under No. 4, the courts would be returned to the 
hands of political bosses who have had the effrontery 
in St. Louis to place grossly unfit Judges on the. 
bench. 

Along with the vote on Proposition No. 4, the 
people will vote on the eight Judges just passed on 
by the Bar Association poll. They will be asked 
to say whether or not these eight Judges should be 
continued in office.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
O far as legal enactments are concerned, 
§ tne fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution estab- 
lish the Negro people in the United States 
in the full possession of their citizenship. 

But.as a matter of practical functioning, 
these amendments are far from bestowing 
upon the Negro people the enjoyment of 
these rights and privileges so fully shared 
in by other citizens, and even by aliens 
in our communities. 

To be sure, there has been no lessening 
of responsibilities of the Negro people in 
the general administration of our commu- 
nity affairs. They must pay taxes of all 
kinds as other members of our society. In 
times of war, they must offer themselves 
to the call of their country, even though 
they do not share with others in the choice 
of service they may wish to render their 
country. 

In times of peace, they are denied the 
kinds of education requisite for efficient 
service, in both peace and war. At the same 
time, when war is waging, many think they 
should be at their posts, fighting bravely, 
without adequate preparation for warfare.. 

In restricting and limiting the opportuni- 
ties for their education, for their participa- 
tion in the political and economic life of 
the nation, there remains fixed upon the 
Negro people a pattern of life of slavery 
days.

gard it as sacred, fixed and unalterable.

Rican students. Here is no protest against 
color per se. It is a consciously conceived 
purpose to maintain the slave pattern for 
the Negro people of the United States. And 
so a subtle, well-formulated purpose works 
its way in humiliating the Negroes of the 
United States in the eyes of all the darker 
races of the world. 

An earnest desire of the Negro people 
to share with other American citizens in 
the Four Freedoms of the Atlantic Charter 
stimulates restlessness, provokes protesta- 
tions against unjust practices and culmi- 
nates in a great flood tide of emotion in 
a “March on Washington.” 

As a manifestation of their grief and suf- 
fering, 18,000 Negro people assemble in 
Madison Square Garden of New York City, 
and send up a wail that reverberates 
throughout the nation. In quick succession, 
similar meetings are held in Chicago and 
St. Louis, and a fourth is planned for 
Washington, in the approaching months. 

* . * 


What is the cause of all this restlessness, 
discontent, protestation and resentment of 
the Negro people? 

These causes are not far to seek. They 
are eminent in every community where 
Negro people have their homes. They are 
the first topics of conversation when Ne- 
groes congregate for any purpose. 

The cause of this growing sensitiveness, 
and even bitterness, is found in the fact 
that Negro people are denied thé rights and 
privileges shared by other. citizens of our 
communities. This denial affects the prob- 
lems of feeding clothing and housing the 
Negro people. The lack of a just and equi- 
table adjustment of these problems af- 
fects all the other conditions and relation- 
ships in living—their entire life—physical, 
intellectual, emotional ard spiritual. 

The Negro people share with other peo- 
ple in the desire for freedom of opportu- 
nity to aspire to and achieve in areas of 
service for which their aptitudes and 
training fit them. They are disturbed 
at this time when their country expects a 
full expression of their loyalty and at the 
same time denies them the rights and 
privileges of their fellow citizens. ” 

It is a curious paradox that people as a 
nation are fighting other nations to secure 
to themselves something which the larger 
group of a’ nation refuses to grant to a 
minority group in the same nation. 

This, of course, immediately upsets our 
whole conception of democracy and broth- 
erhood. A democratic social order would 
hold that all members share alike in the 
rights and privileges of their society. 
Henry Watterson, former .editor of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, in his last ad- 
dress to the colored people of Louisville, 
declared; “I wish nothing for myself or 
for my children which I am not willing 
to grant to you and your children.” One 
would hardly regard it as a wholesome re- 
lationship where a majority of the children 
refused to grant to a minority equal par- 
ticipation in the affairs of the family life. 

But then, from the viewpoint of democ- 
racy and brotherhood, sharing alike is 
fundamental in the working of social rela- 
tionships.

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PRESIDENT CALLS — 
TEST OF DEMOCRACY 


Urges Americans to Give Free- 
ly to War and Community 
Chest Funds. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 
Community and war chests 
throughout the land swung into a 
drive for funds today under the 
impetus of a presidential appeal 
that the American people give gen- 
erously as proof that they “keep 
faith with democracy.” : 

Participating last night in a ra- 
dio program which started the an- 
nual community campaigns, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asserted that the 
people must help not only their 
own neighbors but also “stretch a 
handclasp of hope and courage 
across the seas.” 

“For most of this. year, giving 
will not be easy,” he said. “War 
needs exact a heavy toll, not only 
on the fighting front but in the 
personal lives and fortunes of every 


one of us. 
“But your giving will provide not 
alone strength -for our nation at 


‘|war; but proof, in a world of vio- 


lence and greed, that the American 
people keep faith with democracy, 
that we hold inviolate our belief 
in the infinite worth of the indi- 
vidual human being.” 

He urged Americans to “trans- 
form some of our new buying pow- 
er into giving power” and to pre- 
pare to pull belts tighter for a 
hard fight ahead. 

More than 600 cities are taking 
part in the 1942 mobilization for 
human needs. This year the bene- 
ficiaries will be not only local com- 
munity chests but also British war 
relief, United China relief, Russian 
war relief, Polish relief, Greek war 
relief, the Queen Wilhelmina fund 
and the war prisoners aid of the 
Y. M. C. A.

RADIATOR ANTI-FREEZE SUPPLY 
EXPECTED TO MEET DEMAND 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion said today that although man- 
ufacture of anti-freeze had been 
cut to about 60 per cent of last 
year’s sales, no shortage was ex- 
pected to develop. 

This optimism was qualified, 
however, by the warning that ex- 
isting supplies must be carefully 
used and last year’s anti-freeze put 
into the radiator whenever possi- 
ble. 

“Motorists who must purchase 
new anti-freeze this fall are asked 
not to use it too early in the sea- 
son,” OPA said. “During mild 
weather, much of it can be wasted 
through evaporation.” 


OLD FRANCHISE I$ HUNTED 
TO GIVE COUNTY MORE BUSSES 


Residents of Manchester, Ellis-

Viscountess Gives Thumbnail Sketches of 
' England at Luncheon Given by 
Mayor’s Wife.

British-American friendship, as 


symbolized by the welcome given 
United States troops in England, is 
going to have a profound effect on 
the world of the future, Vis- 
countess Halifax told 70 luncheon 
guests of Mrs. William Dee Beck- 
er, wife of the Mayor, at the Park 
Plaza Hotel yesterday. 

“British wives and mothers have 
said to themselves, ‘Here are boys 
away from home just as our own 
are away,’ and are showing their 
appreciation of all that you over 
here have done for us.” 

Lady Halifax, who had spent the 
first morning of her three-day of- 
ficial visit with Lord Halifax call- 
ing at the office of the Mayor and 
visiting Soldier’s Memorial, Red 
Cros Headquarters and a Red 
Cross production center, protested 
modestly to Mrs. Becker’s guests 
that she was “a hopeless speaker,” 
and then talked so disarmingly for 
15 minutes that women were call- 
ing her “Mrs. Halifax” as they 
said good-by. 

“I like seeing new faces, making 
new friends, meeting those doing 
civic work,” she said frankly, and 
continued with thumbnail sketches 
of England as she found it “some 
five weeks ago.” 

Tells of Nazi Raids. 

Goering’s brand of blitz goes on, 
she said, even though London is 
spared the bedlam of bombing. “I 
watched a German raider coming 
in very low right past our house 
in Yorkshire. (The Yorkshire es- 
tate is family seat of the Onslows; 
Lady Halifax was Dorothy Evelyn 
Augusta, daughter of the fourth 
Earl of Onslow.) They call it 
‘sneaking in,’ because the people 
cannot see the plane. This raider 
was bound -for York.” 

London she described as “shabby 
and terribly knocked about, but 


tidy — like someone who has 
patched up his clothes to look 
respectable, There are vegetables 
growing in park gardens, and 
bombed basements now filled with 
water for fire-fighting. Where 
there used to be a house, there 
is now a pond, and I even saw 
ducks swimming about on them. 
It gives the city a curiously rural 
appearance.” 

A less credulous reporter might 
have suspected Lady Halifax, Mrs. 
Becker and the maitre de hotel of 
collusion in staging and costuming. 
Ruby and lavender goblets glisten- 
ing on a white satin cloth accented 
her ladyship’s plum colored frock 
and hat, her pearls, her two well- 
bred orchids, and the purple dress 
and fuchsia hat Mrs. Becker wore.

HICKEY TO PROMOTE 
VICTORY CORPS HERE 


Objective Is Training of High 
School Pupils for 
War Service. 


A recommendation that the na- 
tional “High School Victory Corps” 
program be set up as soon as pos- 


sible in St. Louis public schools will 
be made by Acting Superintendent 
of Instruction Philip J. Hickey at a 


‘meeting of the School Board’s In- 


struction Committee tonight. 
Objectives of the program are 
the training of pupils for war serv- 
ice after they leave school and for 
their active participation in the 
cc~munity’s war effort while they 
are still in school. 

Hickey said the schools here 
could begin the program by adjust- 
ment of their pupil schedules of 
studies, since almost all of the need- 
ed. courses are now being taught.

Mold, Dampness and Insects Cause Waste of Supplies 


: AGE a real “blitz” attack on 
W food waste in your kitchen 

‘cupboards and other storage 
places this autumn. As war goes 


on, there is greater need to be alert 


against insects, mold, dampness, 
mice and all the other, saboteurs in 
the kitchen. 


One effective way to get all the 
good from food is to store it well 
until used, according to home écon- 
omists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Put each 
type of food in the place it will 
keep best—in the right, and cor- 
rectly cared for, cupboard, cooler, 
can or jar.. Then once in 
awhile to make sure the food is 


ready for table duty when needed. 


Sugar and spice are doubly preci- 
ous these days. To store well, 
these foods need clean, tight con- 
tainers that keep out dust, mois- 
ture, insects and mice. Spices, cof- 
fee and tea need containers tight 
enough to keep in prized flavors. 
When you open your cupboard 
door and get a spicy whiff of cin- 
namon or cloves—watch out. You 
can lose taste along with fragrance 
on the kitchen air. Keep spices 
in a cool place. The best place to 
store flour is in a tight can, jar or 
bin—to keep out light as well as 
moisture, mice, bugs and dust. 
Clean these containers thoroughly 
before putting in new supplies of 


a 

Bread will stay fresh longer, 
keep from molding in humid 
weather, if you wrap it in mois- 
ture-proof paper and put it in the 
refrigerator. Otherwise, put your 
bread in a ventilated box. Cool 
home-baked bread before storing. 
Cake, also, ought to be thoroughly 
cooled before you put it away. It 
needs its own well-covered box, 
ventilated if in a humid climate, 
Both bread and cake containers 
must be spotlessly clean to keep 
away mold. They need scalding, 
airing and sunning regularly. 


Crackers and crisp cookies soft- 
en if you store them with bread 
or cake. To keep them in the best 
condition, put these foods by them- 
selves in clean, air-tight tins or 
boxes. And if you have a cookie 
jar, make sure it has a tight fit- 
ting top. 

According to a recent survey, 
American homemakers planned to 
put up over three billion jars of 
food, or about 50 per cent more in 
this war year than recent peace- 
time years. Many homemakers 
this year are putting up vegetables 
and fruits from their own Vic- 
tory Gardens. Whether you have

a ‘large array of canned goods on 
hand or only a few jars you can't 
afford to lose a single jar. 

Foods canned in glass need to 
be stored in a cool, dark place 
. '» » light affects their color and 
vitamins. Keep tinned goods dry 
to prevent cans from rusting. Rust 
may eat through metal and cause 
the food within to spoil. If you 
have home-dried some of the pro- 
duce from your Victory Garden, 
store these dried vegetables in 
tight, moisture-proof containers, 
And keep the containers them- 
selves in a cool, dark, dry place. 

The natural sugar in dried fruit 
keeps it from molding easily, but 
dried fruits, too, need protection 
against dust, moisture and pests. 
As an extra precaution against 
weevils or worms, look over stored 
dried fruit once in a while—espe- 
cially if you still have warm 
weather. 


"BLITZ" ATTACK AGAINST MICE, 


Quick-frozen foods need a place 
in the freezing compartment of a 
mechanical refrigerator, to stay 
there until used, These foods must 
be kept. frozen solidly—and even 
then, not held too long. Once 
thawed, frozen foods spoil quickly. 
Do not refreeze them, 

Butter and cheese need to be 
eold for safe keeping. Also keep 
them well covered, so that butter 
will not take up odors and so that 
cheese will not share its strong 
odor with something else. Cottage 
cheese and other soft types should 
be used quickly. Hard, cured 
cheese may be kept longer if you 
wrap it well and store in a cold 
place. 

Fats keep best when stdéred in 
clean, tightly covered jars or tins 
and put in a cool, dark place. 
Those you save to use again should 
be strained . . . and they need as 
much care as new fats.

umn to explain what it Was. 

In summary, we said that it was- 
a unit of heat and that the bedy’s 
heat is a result of the calories 
taken in and the calories expend- 
ed. A resting man gives off about - 
as much heat as a 60 watt electric 
bulb. Calories taken in are mostly 
those furnished by the food, but 
air temperature has something to 


do with it, and calories expended 


are used up by bodily activity, 
again air temperature, clothing, 
etc. The basal metabolism of the 
body, which is the rate at which 
the fire burns, and the basal tem- 
perature, which is how hot the fire 
is, are closely related. 

This conception of a static cal- 
orié balance, however, is stated 
merely for purposes of definition. 
There is nothing the student of 
nature learns so soon as that na- 
ture is never still, never static. 
The number of calories the body 
is using as well as the body tem- 
perature varies from hour to hour; 
indeed, the metabolism varies 
from hour to hour, from second to 
second, 
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YOUR TEMPERATURE is a 
little higher in the afternoon than 
in the morning. You've accumu- 
lated some extra heat by your day’s 
activity. 

If your calorie usage were 
measured by a pendulum, it would 
swing away over to one side if you 
got up and ran around the block, 
swing away back as soon as you 
sat down. In order to get it when 
the pendulum is: about still, we 
have to catch you first thing in 
the morning before you have 
moved or even eaten, That is why 
the basal metabolism is measured 
at' that time of the day. 

Disease conditions influence cal- 
orie usage. The condition which 
disturbs metabolism most is the 
condition of the thyroid gland. A 
person with a diffuse goiter may 
have the metabolism upset 50 per 
cent by a half hour automobile 
ride. Infection is the disease con- 
dition which upsets body tempera- 
ture. 

Food intake and bodily activity 
are the normal, natural conditions 
which affect calorie usage. A tai- 
lor uses about 2000 calories a day, 
a washerwoman about 3700. A 
man walking at five miles an hour 
uses up 50 per cent more calories 
than a man walking three miles afi 
hour,

DAILY FOOD requirements for 


an adult of average size should be © 


about 2500 calories a day, but this 
depends on his bodily activity. In- 
stinct and habit are probably bet- 
ter guides to this than careful 
scientific measurements. Of two 
clerks in the same office doing the 
same work, one may be placid and 
slow-moving, the other nervous and 
quick. The second will need many 
more calories than the first, al- 
though’ scientific measurement 
would figure they needed the same. 

Calories are the fundamental 
and most important part of food 
nutrition—even more than vita- 
mins. If in the 2500 calories you 
eat every day you get some milk, 
an egg, a fruit, a cereal, a vege- 
table, some meat, you will get in 
those alone over 90 per cent of the 
vitamins you need.

Bill, 18 years old, is a six-footer 
who weighs about 155 pounds and 
has a shy grin. He can’t under- 
stand why everybody should get 
excited about a fellow riding a 
third of the way across the country 
on horseback. “There wasn’t any- 
thing to it,” he said. “You just 
have to keep riding, and it takes 
a long time.”

rado by automobile in June to look

HE important thing about ap- 
T ple pie isn’t how much sugar 
you use in it, nor whether you

Pie apples need 
to be tart, firm and juicy—genuine 
cooking apples, which hold their 
shape when cooked.

Plain pastry for two-crust pie, 
seven medium-sized tart cooking 
apples (seven cups sliced), one- 
fourth cup sugar, three tablespoons 
flour, one tablespoon butter, one- 
half cup corn syrup, one-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon, one tablespoon 
lemon juice. 

Make pastry for a double-crust 
pie. Line an eight-inch pie pan 
with slightly more than half of it, 
fitting carefully into angles. Cut 

led, quartered and cored ap- 
ples into uniform slices about one- 
fourth inch thick. Mix sugar with 
one tablespoon flour and spread 
sugar-flour mixture over the bot- 
tom of the pastry-lined pan. Ar- 
range sliced apples in the pan and 
dot with butter.

Pour this mixture 
over apples. Brush edges of lower 
crust with water or slightly beaten 
egg white. ‘Lay pastry for upper 
crust, rolled thin and gashed for 
steam vents, over apples. Seal up- 
per and lower edges together. 
Trim off excess dough and fluge. 
Bake in a hot oven, (459 degrees) 
for 15 minutes; then reduce heat 
to moderately slow (325 degrees) 
and bake about 40 minutes longer 
or until apples are well cooked.

Many experiences of his month’s 
ride are still fresh in Bill’s mind.

Motorists sometimes pulled 
up along the road to satisfy their 
curiosity about the young bare- 
headed rider. 

Bill also likes to tell how he 
stumped a toll-bridge attendant at 
Burlington, Ia., where he crossed 
the Mississippi River.

While Bill ate his noon lunches 
in restaurants, his horse fed on a 
dime’s worth of oats purchased at 
a grain elevator. Bill stopped sev- 
eral times to Wash his clothing, 
and he bought one new shirt en 
route.

Let us skip lightly over the fact 
that North’s original bid was no 
thing of beauty, and that his pref- 
erence of a club over a spade was 
inexplicable. We have bigger fish 
to fry. 

East’s takeout double was -ques- 
tionable—a simple heart overcall 
would have expressed East’s hold- 
ing—but this also is not pertinent 
to the main issue. It is South’s re- 
double, and more important, 
North’s interpretation of that re- 
double, that interests us at this 
time. | 

First, it must be observed, the re- 
double was South’s best action, 
South had 2% honor tricks, aside 
from the plus value in his single- 
ton spade, and he also had two fair 
five-card suits which he wanted 
the opportunity to show. The fact 
that he did not have adequate sup- 
port for clubs, his partner’s bid 
suit, was completely unimportant! 
A redouble of this type does not 
announce support for  partner’s 
suit; it merely announces that the 
redoubles has a generally good 
hand and expects to take susequent 
action. Very often that action is 
in the form of a penalty double 
of the opponents. — 

It is obvious from North’s repeat- 
ed rebidding of his four card club 

suit that he misinterpreted South’s 
redouble. Indeed, North later ad- 
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mitted that he had accepted that 
redouble as tantamount to strong 
club support—a view which appar- 
ently was not dispelled by South’s 
mention of the two red suits. Actu- 
ally, the best service that North 
could have performed for the part- 
nership was to double West's one 
spade bid for penalties. Failing 
that, however, he certainly should 
not have kept on bidding a hand 
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that 
There is no obligation on either 
partner to go to game after a re- 
double. South could not be blamed 
for expecting a very long club suit 
in North’s hand after the repeated 
rebids, and the 1100 point penalty 
that ensued was entirely North's 
fault.
